COME years ago Congress pa.xsed a law 
whereby the first $50 of divident income 
IS exempt from the individual income tax, 
and a 4 percent tax credit i.s allowed on any 
remainder.

« hireholders, who are m a .« pecial and un­ 
favorable tax position 
The Federal govern­ 
ment 
taxes them 
twice directly — first, 
through the 52 percent corporation tax on 
profit« ; then by applying the individual in- 
come tax to any return paid to them in divi- 
dends. 
S o w the Administration wants to eliminate 
these provisions. 
One reason for that is that 
it proposes a new’ investment credit for busi- 
nes.s firms that expand. 
This move brought an important observa 
tion in testimony before the Hou.se Ways and 
Means committee. 
It was pointed out that 
to end income tax dividend credit.x would 
remove incentives for job creating invest- 
ments in new businc.sse.« ;. 
Then the spoke.sman said- ‘i t would ap­ 
pear that the Secretary of the Treasury is 
confusing apples and orange.s when he states 
that the proposed new' investment credit is 
a more effective way of encouraging capital 
investment than i.s the dividend credit 
‘‘The dividend credit is a mean.s of per­ 
suading people to invest in corporate enter­ 
prise 
The investment credit, or preferably 
liberalized depreciation 
allowances, is de­ 
signed to persuade businesses to use the 
funds they already have to buy and install 
new capital equipment 
"Both type.s of incentive.s are important 
hut the investment must first be made m 
the corporation before the eorporaiion can 
have any funds to invest in capital equip­ 
m e n t”
